SPEECH WOULD PROVIDE IDEAL OPPORTUNITY FOR US TO REAFFIRM 

OUR LONG-STANDING COMMITMENT TO PRINCIPLE OF SELF-DETERMINATION 

BASED ON FREELY EXPRESSED WILL OF PEOPLES CONCERNED AS
